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Amagansett Fatal 
Hit-and-Run 
Driver Gets 90 
Days in Jail

Montauk hit-and-run driver who fatally 

truck an 18-year-old college freshman 
in Amagansett and fled the scene last year 
was sentenced November 3 to 90 days in 
Suffolk County jail, outraging the victim's 
family. 

Judge Richard Ambro also ordered 450 
hours of community service and five years 
of probation for Daniel Campbell, who had 
pleaded guilty at county court in August to 
leaving the scene of an accident. 

Campbell, who was 19 at the time of the 
crash, had faced up to 7 years in prison. 

Prosecutors and the victim’s family had 
asked the judge to sentence the driver, who 
is also a Westchester resident, to 1 to 3 years 
in prison. 

“He is going to come back and his life is go- 
ing to become fine in a few months, but for 
us, our family is gone for life,” Mala Samtani, 
mother of the victim, told reporters. 

East Hampton Town Police have said that 
Campbell was driving a 2012 Honda Pilot 
northbound on Old Stone Highway when his 
car struck Davesh Samanti of Hong Kong 
near the corner of Eastwood Court at 11:35 
p.m. on August 10, 2021. 

Campbell fled the scene but was arrested at 
home about two hours later, police said. The 
victim was taken to Stony Brook University 
Hospital, where he died three days later. 

Samtani’s family said he was visiting the 
Hamptons — he, his cousin and a friend were 
at a party that was shut down by police prior 
to the hit-and-run crash — before moving to 
New York City to start school at New York 
University.

Hits Peconic Bay 


Scallops

he Peconic Bay scallop fishery experienced its 

fourth-straight mass die-off this summer, ac- 
cording to local scientists who kicked off two new 
initiatives that aim to help the East End scallop in- 
dustry rebound. 

Warming waters exacerbating high disease levels, 
low oxygen levels and adult scallops being physi- 
ologically stressed from spawning amid the higher 
water temperatures were to blame for the die-off in 
June and July, experts said. In response, scientists 
at Riverhead-based Cornell Cooperative Extension 
of Suffolk County (CCE Suffolk) are working on two 
genetic-driven projects under the leadership of Bas- 
sem Allam, a professor of marine sciences at Stony 
Brook, that evaluate selective breeding as a strategy 


to mitigate the die-offs. 

“I truly believe this approach represents our best 
_ hope for the longer-term sustainability of the Peconic 
Bay scallop population and fisheries,” said shellfish 
ecologist Stephen Tettelbach, who spent many days 
scuba diving with aquaculture specialist Harrison 
Tobi in search of adult scallops known as “brood- 
stock” that had survived the mass die-off of 2021. 

The second initiative, led by Tobi and the CCE 
Suffolk shellfish hatchery, plans to spawn adult bay 
scallops in the fall, when offspring appear to survive 
the winter better than those born earlier in the year, 
with researchers examining whether fall-spawned 
scallops can endure summer. 

The die-offs differ from those in the 1980s when 
brown tides decimated the scallop stock, but the 
latest events are still a setback. Very few adult scal- 
lops survived die-offs in time for the scallop harvest 
season in November. The annual catch last year and

experts said.. 

“It’s devastating,” said Peter Weal a bayman 
from Southold. “In some years, bay scallops repre- 
sent 50% of our income. There are a lot of people 
who are going to be really hurting.”

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Zeldin Loses: Hochul Beats East End q 


Congressman in Governor’s Race ~

.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), the East End 
congressman, lost his bid to unseat Democrat- 


ic Gov. Kathy Hochul, who became the first woman > 


elected governor of New York State on Tuesday. 

The results came after a hard-fought campaign in 
which Zeldin, originally a longshot GOP candidate 
for statewide office, made the race competitive by 
focusing on concerns about crime and inflation. 
But his message wasn’t enough to oust Hochul, who 
campaigned on her record of ensuring women’s re- 
productive rights and advancing efforts to combat 
climate change through renewable energy projects, 
among other initiatives. 

Hochul, speaking at a stage in New York City un- 
der a glass ceiling, declared victory late Tuesday 
evening but The Associated Press had not yet de- 
clared a winner in the race. 

“I have felt a weight on my shoulders to make 
sure that every little girl and all the women of the 


state who've had to bang up against glass ceilings 


everywhere they turn, know that a woman could be 

elected in her own right and successfully govern a 

state as rough and tumble as New York,” she said. 
Zeldin acknowledged that he was trailing, but he 


told the crowd he expected a “massive” victory in 
parts of Long Island where few voting results had 
been reported as of midnight. 

“We hope as these results come in that we'll be 


able to prevail,” he said at his election night party. - 


in Manhattan. 

With 70% of the election precincts reporting state- 
wide, Hochul had 55.77% of the vote (2,284,774) 
over Zeldin’s 43.34% (1,775,460) when she declared 
victory shortly after several news organizations 
called the race in her favor. Missing from those re- 
sults were votes from-Zeldin’s home turf, where Suf- 
folk County officials were delayed in reporting vote 
tallies due to internet connectivity issues, officials 
said. 

Also elected was Lt. Gov. Antonio Delgado, Ho- 
chul’s running mate who took office earlier this year. 
Former NYPD Deputy Inspector Alison Esposito 
was Zeldin’s running mate on the Republican ticket. 

Hochul rose up to become the state’s first woman 
governor last year following the resignation of her 
predecessor, former Gov. Andrew Cuomo, who 
stepped down after being accused of sexual harass- 
ment by nearly a dozen women. Prior to becoming 
Cuomo’s lieutenant governor in 2015, Hochul repre- 


sented part of western New York in Congress for two 


years and was Erie County clerk before that. 

Zeldin has been in Congress since 2014 after 
serving in the state Senate for four years. Before 
winning elected office, Zeldin — an attorney — had 
his own legal practice on Long Island. He’s also a 
veteran of the Iraq War and is still a member of the 
Army Reserve. 

Hochul ran campaign ads staking herself as a 
defender of abortion rights and portraying Zeldin 
as “extreme and dangerous” because of his ties to 
Trump and his vote against certifying the 2020 
election results. 

As Zeldin’s message appeared to be resonating in 
the final month, Democrats found themselves on the 
defensive. Hochul began speaking more about pub- 
lic safety, including announcing an effort to deploy

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Iconic Norman Jaffe East Hampton Estate 
Heads to Sotheby’s Concierge Auctions

pe acaneeny contemporary Norman Jaffe-de- 
igned house on one of East Hampton Village’s 
most coveted streets is headed to auction. 

The contemporary abode at 100 Further Lane, 
listed for $27.5 million, is among more than 20 
properties that will be for sale through Sotheby’s 
Concierge Auctions next month. 

“Our process is designed for unique assets that 
are difficult to value and therefore lend themselves 
to an auction,” says Paulina Kimbel, vice president 
of business development of Sotheby’s Concierge 
Auctions. 

Jaffe, an architect noted for his contemporary, 
sculptural homes, designed more than 600 proj- 
ects in his 35-year career, 50 of which were in the 
Hamptons, where he became known for his pio- 
neering designs. He died in 1993. 

When something is difficult to value, an auction 
is a good alternative, according to Kimbel. “It is es- 
pecially true for this listing,” she says. “It’s not your 
cookie-cutter property.” 

The 6,000-square-foot house was built in 1980 
and is filled with many Jaffe signatures, including 
the warm, natural wood, high ceilings, and many 
windows that let in the sunlight. The open-concept 
living room with a natural stone fireplace flows 
into the dining rooms and looks out onto 
the lawns and the entertaining areas 
and flows into an eat-in chef’s kitchen.

do with it,” Kimbel says. Do they want to update the 
house or completely start from scratch? 

Sotheby’s Concierge Auctions, which focuses ex- 
clusively on luxury real estate auctions, is able to 
offer an alternative solution for properties that are 
harder to market. 

“It is the intangible we help assess,” and, she 
adds, “We provide a vehicle to find out what it is 
worth.” 

Kimbel compares it to an art auction. A Pi- 
casso, for example, is valuable but no one 
knows what the market prices are cur- 
rently.

The value will depend on the ultimate user — 
whether it is someone who wants to embrace the 
Jaffe house or not. 

The location will be a huge draw to buyers, es- 
pecially since it offers three acres. “The question 


ings, which owns Sotheby’s Interna- 
tional Realty and the Corcoran Group, 
came together and formed a joint venture 
to hold a majority stake in the company. The 

firm works with all agencies. 

The firm has sold properties between $2 million 
and $140 million, the latter of which set a record 
for auctions when it sold in 2022. The Bel Air home, 
called “The One,” has 21 bedrooms, 49 bathrooms, 
five swimming pools and a 30-car garage. 

In most cases, sellers have already tested the tra- 
ditional market. However, the East Hampton prop- 
erty was not listed when it was put on the auction 
block. Records show the house had been owned by 
Joel M. Stern, an authority on financial economics, 
who was the chairman and chief executive officer 
of Stern Value Management and the creator and 
developer of economic value added. Stern died in 
2019. 

“It had been on the market for two years for a 
short period of time. When the sellers came to us, 
they were really at this point motivated and mar- 
ket-driven. Then they chose their listing agent,” 
Kimbel explains.

“We always work with the agent community and 


with our 15 years of doing business, never bypassed 
the agent,” Kimbel says. 

There is a 2% co-broker commission available to 
anyone who brings the buyer, Kimbel adds. 

Bidding will take place between December 6 and 
December 14, launching online via the firm’s digital 
marketplace, casothebys.com, which allows pre- 
qualified buyers to bid remotely from anywhere in 


the world. 


The auction will close live on the ‘Sotheby’s Auc- 
tion House stage, only the second time that So- 
theby’s Concierge Auctions is holding a live auction 
at the Sotheby’s Auction House (the first was in 
September). The upcoming sale includes more than 


_20 properties with a wide geographic range from 


Europe to California, South Carolina to Indonesia. 
“We will have a live auctioneer at Sotheby’s call 


. the auction, as you imagine any other live auction, 


and bidders are either able to bid in person” or re- 
motely, she says, adding that most still choose to be 
on the phone or online. 

The online auction allows for a transparent 
competitive environment, allowing bidders to bid 
against each other, though they won't know who 
they are bidding against. 


“People nowadays really love their anonymity 


and really love to bid from anywhere,” Kimbel says. 

Interested buyers have to register on the site and 
provide proof of liquid funds, which will determine 
their maximum bid. A $100,000 deposit is also re- 
quired — it is fully refundable to everyone who does 
not win. These measures ensure that only serious 
potential buyers take part in the auction. The dead- 
line to register is December 5. 

Kimbel says there is a special starting bid incen- 
tive. Anyone who comes forward with a written 
and binding starting bid will get a 6% credit on that 
starting bid amount to reduce the final commission 
amount should they win. 

In an auction, it’s always the buyer’s premium, 
which is 12% of the property sold. “The greater the 
starting bid, the greater they are saving,” Kimbel 
says. The seller is responsible for paying the agent 
commissions. 

While these auctions work within the same 
framework of a traditional sale, there are a few dif- 
ferences. The “diligence stage” occurs before the 
auction, not after. Buyers have the next six weeks 
to do their homework and come up with a number 
that makes sense to them, Kimbel says. 

Property disclosures, a little report, a survey and 
a home inspection are all available. Interested buy- 
ers can commission their own home inspections, at 
their own cost. 

Over the next six weeks, the firm will gain a 
better understanding of what the property should 
fetch, according to Kimbel. 

Meanwhile, there is an open invitation to preview 
the property every day between 1 and 4 p.m. so that 
interested parties can build their own value opin- 
ion, Kimbel says. A project manager is on site daily.

STEVE ALPERT’S “PORTRAIT OF A WOMAN” 


BY DAVID TAYLOR 


i 8 acta Day 2022 cover features the pow-. 


erful art of Quogue artist Steve Alpert, whose 
works honor and support the U.S. military and have 
been exhibited at the likes of the Pentagon and Ar- 
lington National Cemetery. 

What inspired you to paint the “Portrait of 
a Woman” triptych? 

It was a unique thing ... it popped into my head like 
a flash of light. All of a sudden in one split second the 
image was there: a woman in uniform saluting the 
flag from three different angles. The seed of the inspi- 
ration came from a stage play I had recently produced 
with my friend Ken Greiner, a Tony-winning theatri- 
cal producer. Our play was The Steadfast written by 
Mat Smart and inspired by a painting I had made, 
“Legacy,” depicting soldiers from the eight uniform 
eras of the U.S. Army since the Revolutionary War 
to present. The show closed in February 2013. One of 
the female characters stayed in my head. 

How has “Portrait of a Woman” been re- 
ceived since its creation? 

In 2015, the then chief of protocol for Vice President 
Joe Biden asked if I would loan the triptych to the 
vice-presidential mansion at the Naval Observatory 
in Washington, D.C. The three canvases of “Portrait 
of a Woman” hung in the Joint Forces Room, which 
was the reception area for the 2015 holiday season. 
My wife, Dorothy, and I waited our turn to enter the 
room where we were announced and shook hands 
with the vice president and his wife, Dr. Jill Biden. ... 
It was very disorienting to see those paintings up on 
the wall that I had worked on for months and months 
... quite a moment I will remember always. 

From there, the triptych moved across the Potomac 
to the Women’s Military Memorial Museum, where 
we had a very nice unveiling ceremony. The paintings 
were on exhibition there for five years. 

Why did you begin painting American mili- 
tary contemporary? 

I never served in uniform and it is my greatest re- 
gret in this life. I chose college instead of enlisting 
when I finished high school in 1969. The Vietnam 
War was still raging and although it is said that one 


does not get to choose what war to serve in, I went 
to college and drew a high lottery number. That 
was that. 

In 1985, I found myself in front of the Vietnam Vet- 
eran Memorial Wall. There was a letter in a plastic 
stand from a mother to her son. It was his birthday 
and she had left the letter earlier that day. After read- 
ing the first paragraph, I was overcome by grief and 
shame that my name was not on that wall, and worse 
that I did not serve. ... It all took me by surprise. A 
seed was sown in me that resurfaced on the morning 
of September 11, 2021. I think that might be true for 
so many of us as a strong sense of patriotism came 
into being in a new and powerful way. 

I began making paintings of Blackhawk helicop- 
ters and then moved to other military subject mat- 
ter. I did not know what to do with these paintings 
until 2007 when I visited with four young wounded 


men at the old Walter Reed Army Hospital. That day _ 


changed my life and I realized my paintings were to 
raise consciousness and money to help veterans and 
their families, which I am still doing today 20 years 
later. The first organization I became involved in was 
Fisher House — donated nine paintings at that time 


_and we raised $40K, all of it going to Fisher House. 


What do you enjoy most about painting? 

Standing before a fresh blank canvas and consider- 
ing the possibilities. Then, putting all thought aside, 
squeezing the oil paint onto the palette and putting 
brush to canvas. Who knows what could happen? It is 
adventure, excitement and romance all at once. 

I recently competed a series of large portraits of 
12 women veterans for a project I co-created with 
former Naval aviator and women veterans advocate 
Linda Maloney. The project is called “Proudly She 
Served” and it shines a light on the service of women 
who served. The Proudly She Served museum exhib- 
it is on display at seven military museums across the 
U.S. right now and we continue to attract more mu- 
seums who want to feature the portraits and accom- 
panying biographies of these extraordinary women. 

What’s most rewarding about creating 
paintings to honor the U.S. military? 

Having the paintings raise funds for veterans and 
their families. That from my work, those who have

served in uniform — and their families — will derive 
real life benefits. For example, Children of Fallen Pa- 
triots pays for college tuition for kids who lost a par- 
ent in the line of duty. We have sold five large metal 
prints of my work and thus far raised $240K. When I 
go to bed at night I often think about how many kids 
will get a college education with that money. I will 


never know who they are, but that does not matter. - 


To borrow a phrase from Medal of Honor winner 


Jack Jacobs, it is investing in the future of America. 


It means everything to me to be a part of this. 

What is one short-term or long-term artis- 
tic goal you’d like to achieve? 

I recently completed a portrait of Ann Berry, Sec- 
retary of the United States Senate. Ann is the first 
person of color to serve in that position. She grew up 
in Birmingham, Alabama and has enjoyed a career of 
service on Capitol Hill. Throughout her career, Ann 
Berry has worked for a number of prominent U.S. 
senators. Ann is an old friend, and I very much want 
to have her properly honored with a portrait. I would 
like to see Madam Secretary’s portrait hanging in a 
place of honor in Washington, D.C. 

Anything you'd like to add? 

I was a TV producer for 35 years. Then I transi- 
tioned to painting. It was a difficult transition and I 
did it in Quogue. ... At the outset, I knew no artists 
and nothing about the art business. I knew it would 
take time to develop my vision and skills even though 
I had been painting since 19. I dove in blindly with 
the support of my wife, Dorothy, who I am forever 
grateful to. 

I would say to anyone who aspires to something 
they have always wanted to do ... DO IT! Life is short, 
jump in, work hard, study hard and don’t judge your- 
self too harshly. Have faith you are doing the right 
thing. What your heart tells you is always the righ 
thing. Passion! - ; 

Someone asked me, “How did you get to have your 
paintings at the home of the vice president?” I an- 
swered, “I didn’t quit.”

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John Melillo Continues 
Exploring Vietnam, 
PTSD Through Art - 


JOHN MELILLO PAINTING “WHAT WAR?”

| End painter John Melillo has 
seen his life change in a lot of ways 
over the last year since he first intro- 
duced his artwork to the community at 
Southampton Cultural Center (SCC). 

His story of turning his struggles 
with PTSD from the Vietnam War into 
a burgeoning art career has captured 
the attention of all kinds of admirers, 
including a number of local veterans 
groups who invited him to participate 
in their activities and good work. 

Now, a little more than a year after 
his first show at SCC, Life Goes On, 
closed last November, Melillo is back 
with Life Goes On Part 2, a sequel ex- 
hibition featuring more of the artist 
and veteran's oil paintings, including 
scenes and images from his time serv- 
ing as an MP (Military Police) at Long 
Binh Post, the largest U.S. base in Viet- 
nam, from 1970-1972. 

He’s also created multiple paintings 
of the East End celebrating his deep 
connection to the region. 


The Vietnam-inspired portion of. 


the exhibition opens on, appropriately, 
Veterans Day this Friday, November 11, 
with a reception from noon—4 p.m. It 
represents Melillo’s continued efforts 
to heal from a staggering case of PTSD 
that took hold after he retired and life 
slowed down enough for him to begin 
facing the difficult things he experi- 
enced during the war. 

Along with his oil paintings and the 
photographs that inspired them, Mel- 
illo’s new exhibition includes a video 


portion showing the artist discussing 
his story and artwork, especially the 
latest pieces, which explore what he 
calls “a lighter side of Vietnam.” 

“The video that people will see on 
Vets Day tells these stories of my dad, 
but it also give the behind the scenes 
of how he paints them,” explains Beth 
Melillo, John’s daughter, who produces 
his videos and often helps her father 
promote his work, and organize exhi- 
bitions and other events. “He shows 
how he paints it so that-he can teach 
people how it comes to life.” 

As for the so-called lighter side of the 
war, Melillo went through his archive 
of photographs and found images that 
related to fun times, like supervising 
USO shows with Bob Hope and Sam- 
my Davis Jr., or odd memories — like 
“Symbiotic Relationships” when he ran 
over a huge rock python, took it back to 
his barracks and kept it as a pet, before 
it had babies and then vanished into 
the jungle unharmed. 

Another painting, “What War?” 
shows a group of children playing in 
an area Melillo was checking after an 
ambush the night before. As he says, 
“Anything off post after night was 
open season. Anybody could shoot you 
for any reason.” But these kids, “They 
were having the time of their lives,” he 
said of the eight children in the paint- 
ing. “The moral of the story here is, the 
war was yesterday, today was for living 
large ... and a picture tells all.” 

He also captures more solemn mo- 
ments. “This time I’m trying to focus 
on patriotism with certain paintings I

painted. I had a medal ceremony, I’m 
bringing that up,” Melillo says. 

An earlier part of the exhibition, 
which opened on November 6, offered 
visitors a look at Melillo’s “Eastern 
Long Island Series” highlighting be- 
loved local places, some appearing as 
they are now, and others as he remem- 
bers them from childhood. 

Throughout the series, Melillo re- 
veals secret spots and scenes of a by- 
gone era. “When I grew up out here, 
Montauk Highway was a dirt road,” he 
recalls. 

“I grew up out here and it’s inspira- 
tional for me to paint some of the things 
that I go back to from my heritage,” 
Melillo, an Eastport resident, explains, 
“We've also over the past couple years 
totally embraced the town. Southamp- 
ton is where my mother went to high 
school and aunts and everybody else, 
my grandma lived here.” 

He says Life Goes On Part 2 is an ef- 
fort to help inspire others to find peace 
in something they love, as he did when 
he discovered he had an aptitude for 


art and that it helped him manage his 
struggles with PTSD. 

“We all have our Vietnam ... whether 
it be a death in the family, an accident, 
bad relationship — whatever,” Melillo 
says, explaining that he does not di- 
minish the pain of others because of 
the pain he experienced. “PTSD is a 
condition, it’s not something you cure. 
It’s something you learn to live with.” 

Melillo says people who are suffer- 
ing should seek out professional help, 
but also find solace, as he did, in things 
that occupy time and bring joy. “If you 
sing, join a choir. If you dance, join a 
dance lesson. If you’re an artist — art,” 
he adds with hope that his new show 
might set someone on a happier path. 

“We are teaching every time some- 
one walks into that room.” 


Life Goes On Part 2 is on view at 
Southampton Cultural Center (25 
Pond Lane) through November 21.

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Play Review: Bay Street’s ‘All Things 
Equal’ a Powerful Teaching Tool 


“ALL THINGS EQUAL” AT BAY STREET THEATER

lhis year’s addition to Bay Street Theater’s annu- 
al Literature Live! educational theater program 
is a deviation from the norm — not a book adap- 
tation or Shakespeare play, but a new one-woman- 
show created by Tony-winning playwright Rupert 
Holmes. All Things Equal: The Life & Trials of Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg is a powerful teaching tool and an 
intellectually enriching production for the whole 
family. 
All Things Equal, directed by Laley Lippard, 
opens with a cacophony of soundbites about the 
notorious RBG, which ends just as abruptly as it 
begins to reveal Ruth Bader Ginsburg, portrayed 
by Michelle Azar, sitting in her office. One of the 


first interesting quirks that audience members will 


pick up on is that not only is the play framed as a 
one-on-one meeting with Ginsburg, the “character” 
the audience represents is an adolescent friend of 
RBG’s granddaughter, Whether this is true for all 
productions or exclusive to the Literature Live! edu- 
cational focus of Bay Street’s production is unclear, 
but the occasional moments of being spoken to as if 
a member of Generation Z do take some adjusting 
to. However, given that this decision is being used 
to help local students connect with Ginsburg’s story 
and historical significance, it easily gets a pass. 
While there certainly is plenty for adults to learn 
and experience in All Things Equal, it shines as a 
play to see with the whole family. It’s a near-guaran- 
teed catalyst for enriching discussion between par- 
ents and their children, and it sets RBG up as a great 


role model for kids to aspire to. The content in the 
play is largely appropriate for teenagers and some 
middle schoolers, though with topics such as Roe v. 
Wade (brought up but not discussed in depth), can- 
cer and death of a child, it’s ultimately up to parents 
to make that call. 

For a play about a Supreme Court justice pic-

tured almost exclusively in her iconic black robe, it 
utilizes a number of welcome costume changes — 
some variations of the robed look, some classy and 
one used to great comedic affect. In fact, All Things 
Equal infuses humor throughout, whether poking 
fun at Ginsburg’s opponents or her rapper-like title 
as the “Notorious RBG.” 
After the opening night performance concluded, 
an audience member could be heard gushing over 
the intimate experience she just had with RBG, to 
which her friend replied, “You do realize that wasn’t 
actually Ruth Bader Ginsburg, right?” Therein lies 
the power of playwright Rupert Holmes’ vision for a

For 90 minutes, she held the audience in the palm 
of her hand — each witty remark met with laughter, 


her most triumphant moments met with applause - 


and her most tragic, tear-filled moment met with a 
long, empathetic silence. It’s understandable that 
amid the suspension of disbelief, one can forget 
they’re not watching the real RBG — images and 
voice clips of the late justice used in the play con- 
firm that Azar has captured her likeness and voice 
inflections to a tee.

2020 Gancia’s 
Chianti DOCG

ometimes you come across a wine 

whose taste, versatility and price 
are almost too good to be true. This 
is one of those rare wines. The 2020 
Gancia’s Chianti DOCG is absolutely 
perfect for Thanksgiving as it’s not 
only food friendly, as are most Chian- 
tis, it also retails for only $10, a price 
we triple-checked, by the way. If you 
are hosting a large group, this is the 
red to stock up on. 

A little info about this wine and 
Chianti in general. First, we talked a 
bit about what the initials DOC mean 
here in a September “Something to 
Wine About” column. The designation 


on this Chianti is DOCG, which is ac- 
tually the highest designation for this 
wine. Another plus! 

Italy, like France and other old- 
world wine countries, has a governing 
body so that the quality of wine is reg- 
ulated. Chianti, similar to Bordeaux, 
and unlike cabernet sauvignon or pi- 
not noir, is a geographic designation, 
not a varietal. The dominant varietal 
in Chianti is sangiovese. In fact, for 
red wine to be called Chianti, the wine 
must be comprised of at least 70% of 
sangiovese grapes. The remaining 
grapes are varietals that are approved 
for use in Chianti. Chianti, the region, 
is located in central Tuscany. Chianti 
is known to be a food-friendly wine 


that pairs easily 
with a wide variety 
of dishes. 

This dry, full- 
bodied Chianti 
has a soft, satiny 
smooth mouth feel, 
though surprising- 
ly it is fermented in 
stainless steel. It 
has notes of grilled 
cherry, | brambly 
fruit, licorice and 


earth. This wine 


will pair with your 
classic Italian 
dishes, but, though 
lush, will also pair 
with both turkey 


and fixings, like - , 


cranberry _ sauce, 
sweet potatoes and 
stuffing. It will also 
pair with ham. 
And again, eco- 
nomically speak- 
ing, with prices 
of everything else 
skyrocketing, at 
$10 this wine ‘re- 
ally is a welcome 
find.

HAPPY HOLIDAYS! 
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In Home: David Brogna’s Success Story of 
Thriving on Main Street in Sag Harbor

Tf you take a stroll along Main Street in Sag Harbor 
and step into In Home, you can’t help but feel, well, 
right at home. It’s no exaggeration. 

Going on its 27th year, the store is an artfully 

packed treasure trove of sleek and useful modern 
home goods and gifts, from Le Creuset pots and non- 
stick Scan Pans from Denmark, to Rosenthal dinner- 
ware, Chilewich mats, unique kitchen and bathroom 
items, luxurious bedding and a selective array of 
modern furniture. 
__ But it is also the vibe created by storeowners Da- 
vid Brogna and his husband of 33 years John Scocco 
that has maintained that welcoming feeling. Whether 
youre scoring a cash-n-carry sale item or making a 
higher end purchase from the showroom of furniture 
and lighting upstairs, everyone is treated like family. 

What's the best part about having a home store Out 
East for so many years? 

“The people,” says Brogna without hesitation. “Re- 
tail is a social business and if you don’t like people, 
this is not the business to be in,” he emphasizes. 
~He should know. With his decades of retail expe- 
rience coming up through the ranks at Macy’s and 

A&S department stores in New York City, Brogna not 
only brings a stellar background in retail manage- 
ment and design to the business, he was a professor 
at FIT (Fashion Institute of Technology) for 29 years, 
where he designed the curriculum and taught product 
development for the home. 

“The joke I always told my students is the way I 

got into home was when I was hired as a manager at 
Macy's, says Brogna. “It was when I first started — at 
the Flatbush Macy’s. They had an opening in apparel 
and they had an opening in housewares. They looked 
at me, they said, ‘He’s a guy, he can lift boxes, put him 
in housewares,” he recalls with a laugh. 
The loyal clientele at In Home over the years has 
spanned generations. Part of what’s helped the conti- 
- nuity, says Brogna, is his teaching and the fact that he 
keeps in touch with about 50% of his former students 
who help keep him “in touch with young and new.” 
“There's 140 different companies that we buy from, 
so that’s what makes the mix, and a lot of them, I have 
to say, my graduates are in; they are contacting me 
and _ saying, ‘Oh, look what’s going on in the market, 
check this out,” says Brogna, Not surprisingly, he 


says, “A lot of my graduates are also my sales reps.” 
In addition to forging lasting relationships with 
manufacturers, designers, reps, and customers, the 
success story of In Home over the years is largely 
rooted in real estate. 
“When John and I decided to move out here (from 
Queens to Noyac, in 1994) we said we have to have a 
reason to be here,” says Brogna, adding, “It was my 


‘dream, to own a store.” In 1996, the team leased space 


in East Hampton on Main Street (“where the old shoe 
store was and next to where the current White’s Phar- 
macy is”). After six years, when the landlord jacked 
up the rent, Brogna told a real estate broker, “We ei- 
ther close, or you find us a building.” She did. 
When they bought the building at 132 Main Street 
in Sag Harbor in 2002, it was more than a fixer-upper. 
“At the time, nobody wanted it,” recalls Brogna. 
“Sag Harbor wasn’t yet at the point where people 
wanted to be here,” he adds. Brogna and his partner 
completely rebuilt the whole interior, gutting it down 
to the brick walls and putting in floors and a roof. 
_ When In Home first opened, Brogna noticed that 


“everything was country out here,” so he decided to 


do contemporary in the store “since no one seemed to 
be doing that.” 

“You always look for a void in the marketplace and 
we were aimed to that void,” he says. It worked..With 
limited retail space, the first order of business was to 


_ pair down the merchandise by color. 


“We just do basically white, gray, taupes and blacks 
and that right away edits down so it immediately 
gives you a certain look that people appreciate,” says 
Brogna who believes that “you don’t want to compete 
with the outdoors ... which is so important out here — 
let that be what colors the home and you do your thing 
so it’s a bit neutral and you can add pops of color.” 

The same goes for dinnerware. “The Rosenthal 
loft dinnerware has been a mainstay of ours for over 
20 years,” says Brogna “It’s a clean, simple look and 
doesn’t interfere with the food or the décor ... let the 
food be the excitement, the point is to present it, not 
to take away from it.” 

In its own quiet, subdued way, In Home has Parone 
a mainstay on Main Street. 

“Sag is still a small town,” says Brogna, who once 
served as vice president of the Sag Harbor Chamber 
of Commerce, along with Lisa Field, owner of the Sag 
Harbor Variety Store, who was president. “The shop-

keepers are the ones that own the businesses, they’re 
there, and yes, there are a few stores that are what we 
would say a chain but they’re smaller and they oper- 
ate like small town too because of the location. So I 
think that’s important about Sag — it became a small 
village for the Hamptons.” 

At the end of the day, what makes Brogna happy is 
“that people had a good time at the store.” 

“I always said the thing that we have is a narrative,” 
explains Brogna. “You know Jake (Rueh]); he’s great, 
so Jake became part of our narrative ... or Kathy 
Muller ... it’s like everybody that has worked for us be- 
comes part of our narrative of the store. So when peo- 
ple come in they’re not just coming in — yes, they’re 
looking at wonderful product because that’s a part of 
it — but the other part of it is they know who we are 
and they come in to see us ... out here (some people) 
they don’t have it where their primary homes are, so 
this becomes their community. I think it was Lisa’s 
daughter (Lisa Field) who one day said to Lisa, ‘You 
know, Mom, we’re the celebrities here, because they 
want to know us — because we're the community.”

Remembered as Public Radio Pioneer

ally Smith; the longtime general 

manager of Southampton-based 
public radio station 88.3 FM and pub- 
lic radio pioneer whose soothing voice 
filled East End airwaves for decades, 
died on October 27. He was 87. 

Smith was the steady hand that 
guided the station through two col- 
lege ownerships, taking it indepen- 
dent under the nonprofit Peconic Pub- 
lic Broadcasting and being acquired 
in 2020 by WNET, America’s flagship 
PBS station, when its call letters be- 
came WLIW-FM and he was named 
GM emeritus. 

“We are the only national public 
radio station on Long Island,” Smith 
said at the time. “Broadcasting is a 


- regulated and important community 
Fesource. We want sig preserve that | 


community resource.” 
“Born in Pennsylvania on November

29, 1934 to Helen Wallace Smith and 


Clarence Arnold Smith, Wally gradu- 
ated from Waynesburg College with a 
Bachelor Degree, Pittsburgh Theolog- 
ical Seminary with a divinity degree 
and University of Southern California 
with a Ph.D. The North Sea resident 
died of congenital heart failure at the 
Kansas Center for Hospice Care in 


‘Quiogue. 


During his time in California he 
was hired to manage the university’s 
then-upstate public radio station in 
1972. Twenty-five years later, he ar- 
rived on Long Island to lead South- 
ampton College’s WPBX, which Long 
Island University later acquired and 
changed to WLIU. When the relation- 
ship with LIU ended, Smith played 
a key role in an effort to form WPPB 
and have it become a National Public 
Radio member station before WNET 
took over. 

“He was one of the founders of 


American Public Radio in the 1980s 
and he managed KUSC-FM, the larg- 
est classical station in L.A., where he 
made radical format changes before 
landing on Long Island and giving 
voice to the East End community and 
a variety of local programs that con- 
tinue on the air today,” WLIW wrote 
in an obituary. 

Smith’s career in public media 
dovetailed with that of Pittsburgh 
Theological Seminary classmate of 
Fred Rogers, who would go on to host 
Mister Rogers’ Neighborhood, which 
aired on PBS for 33 years. The kin- 
dred spirits remained friends long af- 
ter each became ordained ministers. 

Smith is predeceased by his brother 
Donald and survived by his brother 
Roy, nieces and nephews. He was in- 
terred following services at Shelter Is- 
land Cemetery behind Shelter Island 
Presbyterian Church. In lieu of flow-

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Lisa Mulligan: Brookhaven IDA CEO

| oe Mulligan is the CEO of the Brookhaven In- 
ustrial Development Agency (IDA). Taking the 
reins of the Town of Brookhaven’s economic de- 
velopment arm in 2009, her leadership has helped 
foster profound economic growth and prosperity in 
this region of Suffolk County. A vocal, Island-wide 
leader in the conversation about Long Island’s eco- 
nomic prosperity, Mulligan is, quite literally, help- 
ing the foundation on which business progress is 
built. 

Born and raised in Brookhaven town, Mulligan’s 
unique perspective on the future of the town is both 
personal and professional. Seasoned with business 
experience and savvy, Mulligan interfaces with 
small, medium and large-scale companies who seek 
to bring their business to Brookhaven. 

“Growing up here, living in other places, and 
then coming back to raise my family in Brookhaven 
has helped me appreciate all that Long Island and 
Brookhaven have to offer,” Mulligan says.

Mulligan has helped revitalize downtown areas, 
like Patchogue and Port Jefferson. Her leadership 
and the agency have played a critical role in the 
advancement of the Ronkonkoma Hub Project, and 
its success has been lauded by those in local and 
Island-wide business. 


The Ronkonkoma Hub is located near Long Is- 


land MacArthur Airport and the Ronkonkoma 
Long Island Rail Road station.

Mulligan says that when the IDA and local lead- 
ers incentivize a business to come to Brookhaven, it 
improves the entirety of the Long Island ecosystem. 
Bringing businesses to an area expands opportuni- 
ties for all, by way of employment, recreation and 
overall quality of life, Mulligan continues. 

In addition to their role in downtown develop- 
ment, the Brookhaven IDA is committed to bring- 
ing industry and manufacturing opportunities to 
Brookhaven. The group has worked with household 
names like Tate’s cookies, Top Golf and Blue Point 
Brewery. Mulligan says the investments made by 
the manufacturing industries have made the largest 
impacts. 

“The IDA’s goal is to help build the economy of the 
Town of Brookhaven,” Mulligan says. “If there’s a 
business interested in growing, expanding or relo- 


cating in the Town of Brookhaven, we are thrilled to — 


sit down with them to see how we can help. 

“In 2021 alone, Brookhaven IDA closed 23 proj- 
ects that resulted in $1.4 billion of new investment 
to the community, and approximately 6,500 jobs are 
going to be created or retained as a result,” Mulligan 
continues. “This is an injection of money from out- 
side of this region, into Brookhaven, which benefits 
everyone from business owners, small and large, to 
the homeowners.” 

Mulligan says the future is bright for Brookhaven, 
a vision that is shared by Brookhaven Town Super- 
visor Ed Romaine, IDA Chairman Fred Braun and 
the IDA board. Mulligan says that many of the proj- 
ects being considered before the Board, or recently

Town of Brookhaven has been their leadership in 
the industry of alternative energy. Mulligan and 
fellow economic development leaders have been in- 
strumental in securing investments in the Town by 
companies, like Duke Power, the proprietors of the 
Shoreham solar energy farms. Other national play- 
ers have taken notice of Brookhaven’s green energy 
vision, only expanding the horizons for Brookhav- 
en’s status as Long Island’s leader in this territory.
